No doubt, many vesesls used special 
markings on Columbus Day, but I 
am only able to mention a very few. 
The Pennsylvania, as usual, used spe- 
cial markings — “COLUMBUS — 
DAY” between killer bars, applied in 
blue ink. The U. S. S. Brome used 
“COLUMBUS DAY — S. D. CALIF.” 
between bars; green cancel. U.S. S. 
Trenton used “COLOMBUS — DAY” 
between bars, applied in purple ink. 
Note misspelled word. 

U. S. S. Brooks used “DISCOVERY 
OF—AMERICA, 1492” between killer 
bars. On Oct. 11 a cachet was used 
reading “Commemorating—the 1538rd 
Anniversary of — the Death of Bris. 
Gen. — COUNT CASIMER PU- 
LASKI.” Wording between killer 
bars reads “PULASKI DAY — 1779- 
1932.” Blule ink used in applying both 
cancels. Some covers have cachets ap- 
plied in red, others in blue. Two 
types of cancel used on Oct. 11. 

Several ships used neat cachets in 
connection with Navy Day, Oct. 27. 
U. S. S. Arkansas used outline map 
of the state of Arkansas, with the 
words “Navy Day, Oct. 27, 1932” 
Cachet is applied in red with cancel 
in black, or black with red cancel. 
“NAVY — DAY” between bars. 

“Old Ironsides” used a neat green 
cachet on Navy Day, with the usual 
black cancel reading “WASHING- 
TON — D.C.” U.S. S. Texas used 
beautiful cachet applied in magenta, 
with black cancel, reading “LONG 
BEACH — CALIFORNIA.” U.S.S. 
Aaron Ward used circular cachet, ap- 
plied in magenta. This cachet does

not bear name of ship, but bears the 
words “United States Navy Yard, 
Mare Island, California.” My guess 
would be that this cachet was ap- 
plied to mail from all vessels in the 
yard on this day. Cancel used is evi- 
dently a “home-made” affair, but is 
a very neat cancel; applied in blue 
with words “NAVY DAY — Mare 
Island” between killer bars. 

U. S. S. Omaha used two line 
cachet, “Navy Day, Oct. 27, 1932.” 
Black ink, metal handstamp used. 
U. S. S. New Mexico also used metal 
hand stamp with black ink. 

U. S. S. Claxton used blue cancel 
with “NAVY DAY — SAN DIEGO” 
between bars. U. S. S. Relief used 
“NAVY DAY — SAN PEDRO” black 
cancel. U. S. S. Trenton used “NAVY 
— DAY” applied in green. Pennsy]l- 
vania used same wording, with black 
ink. U.S. S. Hale used black cancel 
with “Navy Day — Oct. 27” written 
between bars. 

U. S. S. Bass used black cancel 
with “SAN — DIEGO” between bars. 
U. S. S. Wyoming used black cancel 
with “NAVY YARD — PHILADEL- 
PHIA” between bars. U. S. S. Mary- 
land used blue cancel with “LOS AN- 
GELES — HARBOR” between bars. 
U. S. S. Vireo used rubber hand 
stamp without wording in spaces, ap- 
plied in black ink. U.S. S. Argonne 
used type 5k cancel without wording, 
applied in magenta. 

I have been informed that Navy 
Mail Clerks will shortly receive or- 
ders to handle no mail except for 
Navy personnel, if collectors do not 
quit asking for favors, especially col- 
ored cancels.

Here is some interesting informa- 
tion on a variety in the 7c Washing- | 
ton Bicentennial Stamp that is so| 
common that it is much more plenti- 
ful than the normal stamp. In other | 
words, a perfect normal print of the | 
7c stamp is far more rare than the 
much sought for Minor variety. 
Doubtless many _ collectors have | 
bought this variety, 





when at the | 
same time they doubtless had it in| 
their collection without knowing it, ' 
because the variety is on 733 stamps 
out of the 800 on the two plates from | 
which the 7c stamp was printed. | 
The variety in question is the brok- | 
en “N” in WASHINGTON. The first | 
N in Washington has the left vertical 
stroke broken away from the diag- 
onal line of the N as shown in the 


example herewith.

There were two plates of 400 sub- 
jects each from which the 7c stamps 
were printed. There were four plates 
made for printing this 7c stamp but 
only two of these plates were put 
into use, plates number 20563 and 
20564. Plates number 20731 and 
20732 were prepared but were never 
printed from. 

According to figures given out by 
the Department, there were printed a 
total of 83,257,400 of these 7c stamps. 
Only 67 out of each 800 stamps were 
without the broken N variety. That, 
means only 833% of the stamps were , 
of the normal variety while 915%% | 
were of the broken N variety. 

This variety is what is known as a 
Transfer Roll Variety. The break 
being in the Transfer Roll and it is 
evident that the break occurred after 
the roll had been put into use to 
make the plates. 

The plates are made in what are 
known as 100 subject panes, four to 
a plate. These panes are designated 
as Upper Left—U. L.; Upper Right— 
U. R.; Lower Left—L. L.; and Low- 
er Right—L. R. 

Before explaining further it might 
be desirable to illustrate to collec- 
tors the method by which stamp col- 
lectors number and classify the 
stamps in a sheet. A sheet of 100 
stamps is numbered by collectors, for 
purposes of study and reference by 
calling the stamp in the upper left

corner, No. 1, then going to the right 
across the top of the sheet, Numbers 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10.

With this diagram it is now a sim- 
ple matter to understand how the 
plates were laid down or made for 
printing the stamps and how and 
why the broken N variety shows up 
in but 67 stamps out of the entire 
800 on the two plates. 

In laying down (impressing the 
Transfer Roll into the soft metal 
plate to make) Plate Number 20563, 
the first plate that was made of the 7c 
stamps, position or stamp number 1 
in the upper left corner of the upper 
left pane of the plate of 400 stamps 
was urst rocked into the plate, this 
was followed by working across the 
top of the plate with stamps or po- 





20564, the broken N shows in every 
stamp in this second plate. 

This gives only the first three rows 
in the upper right pane and the first 
three rows in the first 7 stamps in 
the fourth row in the upper left pane 
without the broken N variety, or per- 
fect stamps. 

In this stamp it is possible to get 
one block with three perfect and one 
broken; or one block with one perfect 
and three broken; 10 blocks with two 
of each and only 13 blocks ,of four 
with all stamps perfect.

Clever Stamp Tax 





The United States government has 
already got a pretty good start to- 
ward writing history in postage 
stamps; but in this enterprise, if in 
no other, Russia leads the world. Her 
new five-year plan is accompanied by 
a most magnificent program for com- 
memorative stamps. 

Thus next year there will be stamps 
issued for the 50th anniversary of the 
death of Karl Marx, the 15th anni- 
versary of the red army, the inter- 
national sports festival for workers 
(in sets of six), the 10th anniversary 
of the union constitution (set of five), 
ninth anniversary of Lenin’s death 
showing his mausoleum (set of five), 
15th anniversary of the assassination 
of the soviet leaders Uritski and 
Volodarski, 10th anniversary of the 
assassination of Vorovski, 15th anni- 
versary of the creation of the Order 
of the Red Banner and 350th anni- 
versary of printing in Russia. There 
will be similar sets for each of the 
following years. 

Russia may be suspected of shrewd 
business sense in this sentimental 
stamp-printing. The patriotic Rus- 
sians, no doubt, will buy the special 
stamps in vast quantities, to use and 
to preserve as if they were religious 
ikons. Moreover, stamp collectors 
the world over may be depended on 
to do their duty to their hobby, 
though it take their last kopek. 
There will be a boom in “philately”, 
no matter what happens to other 
kinds of business. 

Why couldn’t our government take 
the hint, and get out of the red by 
levying this ingenious stamp tax on 
the philatelists? It might serve 
them right for using such expensive 
language.

What is a watermark? 


A trademark or protective design impressed 
in all good paper. Turn many foreign stamps 
over and the watermarked design is perfectly 
evident. In others it can be seen by holding 
the stamp to the light, with the back to you. 
Many others show up by wetting the stamp, 
but in others, like our U. S., a watermark 
detector is required. 

You can buy a watermark detector cheaply, 
but can make one by painting the bottom of 
a little glass dish black. Drop the stamp in 
this face down and pour over it a little ben- 
zine or cleaning fluid and the watermark 
jumps up at you. This will not hurt the gum 
and the stamp dries immediately when taken 
out. 





Mission Mixtures 


The idea of the Methodist Mission in Ni- 
geria as given in the Question Box on Oc- 
tober 22, was stated to be an example, and 
nothing more. There are hundreds of Mis- 
sions, both at home and abroad. So a U. S. 
Mission Mixture contains stamps gathered by 
a Mission in the U. S., and contains not over 
5% of toreign stamps. There are B lgian, Nor- 
wegian, Greek, and many other Mission;, the 
country in which it is located naturally fur- 
nishing the bulk of the stamps in the mixture. 


Does the Agency cater to the small collec- 
tor? Do they select only well centered stamps? 


Yes, to both questions. You can buy one 
stamp or a million from the Agency, and be 
sure that the best copies available will be 
sent you, with no straight edges except on 
full sheets. The only objections are that 
the Agency is short handed and hard worked, 
so that it usually takes about a month to re- 
ceive your stamps, and also you must send 
a money order unless you are willing to risk 
sending cash, and must enclose enough for 
registration as well as return postage. 

The first thing to do is to write the Phila- 
telic Agency, Washington, D. C., for the 
latest list of stamps on hand. Then follow 
the given instructions in ordering. There are 
special restrictions on the number of stamps 
that must be purchased in order to get plate 
numbers with them. 


Why, if we common collectors can’t buy 
mint Postage ‘Dues, can dealers buy them? 
They all offer them for sale unused. 


It is believed that every country but ours 
that issues postage dues lawfully sells them 
unused to collectors, to the benefit of the post- 
al revenue. Here, where we have a con- 
stant deficit, the law prevents their sale. Why 
some P. M. G. does not try to have the law 
changed is a mystery. 

Rut the dealer has no advantage over the 
collector. They buy from some postmaster 
who is not aware of the law or who shuts 
his eyes to it, to the benefit of the postal 
revenue. Friends often buy them at village 
or small town offices.

Perhaps the 
best recommendation we could give to 
collectors would be to keep your 
money in your pocket. Do not pat- 
ronize the affairs, limit your collection 
of air mail covers to legitimate Gov- 
ernment events and thus be safe. It 
is our personal opinion that these 
haphazard mail carrying stunts, un- 
less sanctioned by some Government 
Postoffice Department, have no more 
standing as mail carrying agencies 
and thus lend nothing to the history 
of air mail, than would the fact of 
your having some barnstorming pilot 
carry a few letters from you to 
drop in the mail at the other end of 
his flight. 

Legitimate Government Flights are 
given free publicity in all Philatelic 
Papers. The rackets are put over by 
a liberal use of advertising space at 
so much per inch and you can usually 
play safe by keeping your money in 
your pocket.
